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ARTICLE  II 
OBJECT  AND   PURPOSES 

Section  1.  Object.  The  object  for  which  the  association  was  formed  as 

stated  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation  is: 

"To  conduct  a  Chautauqua  Assembly  for  religious.,  educa- 
tional and  scientific  purposes  and  operate  in  connection 
therewith  a  summer  resort," 

Section  2.  Policies.  In  fulfillment  of  this  purpose,  the  association  has 
since  its  organization  found  it  feasible  and  possible  to  operate  success- 
fully without  profit  to  its  shareholders,  to  maintain  well  attended  re- 
ligious services  and  classes,  to  provide  a  place,  facilities,  and  supervision 
for  wholesome  recreation  and  restful  living  during  the  summer  season, 
and  does  hereby  declare  and  determine  that  a  continuation  of  such 
policies  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  association,  is  essential  to  the  ac- 
complishment of  its  objects  and  will  most  effectively  contribute  to  the 
physical,  moral  and  spiritual  welfare  of  its  shareholders,  cottage  mem- 
bers, their  families  and  guests,  accordingly: 

Section  3.  Non-Commercial.  It  is  declared  that  it  shall  be  the  policy  of 
the  association  to  prevent  Chautauqua  from  becoming  a  commercial  or 
secular  enterprise  during  the  period  of  its  commitments  to  its  cottage 
members,  expiring  November  30,  1985. 

Section  4.  Not  for  profit.  The  association  shall  continue  to  be  operated 
and  conducted  without  profit  to  its  shareholders,  and  the  net  income, 
if  any,  shall  not  be  accumulated  for,  and  be  paid  to,  or  inure  to  the 
benefit  of,  its  shareholders. 

Section  5.  Religion.  The  association  shall  continue  to  provide  leadership 
and  facilities  for  religious  education  and  worship  services.  Christian  but 
non-sectarian  in  character,  as  the  underlying  motif  of  the  organization, 
and  shall  permit  no  sectarian  or  anti-Christian  sei^ices  or  activities. 

Section  6.  Recreation  and  Retre.at.  The  association  shall,  in  connection 
with  its  religious  program,  provide  facilities  and  leadership  for  children, 
and  shall  operate  and  conduct  Chautauqua  as  a  peaceful,  wholesome, 
pleasant  and  safe  place  for  rest  and  retreat  from  the  pressures  of  mod- 
ern living. 

Section  7.  Revocation  or  Amendment.  This  article  shall  be  the  central 
guide  and  control  of  the  officers,  directors  and  shareholders  in  all  their 
actions  and  decisions,  and  shall  not  be  revoked  or  amended  except  by  a 
vote  of  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  the  entire  board  of  directors  and 
three-fourth  of  the  shares  of  stock  of  the  association,  and  then  only 
after  at  least  thirty-days  notice  by  United  States  Mail,  postage  prepaid, 
to  all  officers,  directors  and  shareholders,  setting  forth  specifically  and 
in  detail  the  proposed  resolution  for  revocation  or  amendment  to  be  sub- 
mitted for  consideration. 
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Rules  and  Regulations  g-overning-  daily  living  at  Chautauqua  are  con- 
ceived in  the  interest  of  promoting  public  safety  and  making  a  pleasant 
and  enjoyable  stay  for  everyone  possible.  The  cooperation  of  all  persons 
in  observing  and  obeying  all  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Association  at  all  times  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

1.  ADMISSIONS:  No  person  shall  enter  or  remain  on  the  grounds  with- 
out a  ticket  of  admission.  See  "Requirements  for  Admission"  governing 
tickets  and  an'angements  in  Season  Program  or  Administration  Building, 
particularly  regarding  Annual  and  Guest  tickets.  Visitors  arriving  at 
Chautauqua  by  river  must  contact  the  Office  Manager  at  the  Adminis- 
tration Building  to  arrange  for  tickets. 

2.  VEHICLES:  (a) — All  automobiles  must  be  brought  to  a  full  stop  at 
the  Gate  House  at  entrance  to  the  Grounds  upon  entering  or  leaving. 
The  Gatekeeper  is  required  to  determine  that  each  person  entering  the 
grounds  holds  a  ticket  of  admission. 

b — The  speed  limit  of  all  motor  vehicles  on  the  Chautauqua 
grounds  is  15  miles  per  hour.  All  "Stop"  signs  must  be  obeyed. 

c — No  one  may  operate  a  motor  vehicle  on  the  Chautauqua 
grounds  who  does  not  possess  a  Driver's  License  of  the  State  in 
which  he  resides  and  w^ho  is  not  adequately  covered  by  liability  in- 
surance. All  motor  vehicles  are  required  to  have  a  state  license. 

d — All  residents  and  guests  are  urged  to  leave  cars  parked  and 
to  walk  when  possible.  The  unnecessary  driving  of  motor  vehicles  on 
Chautauqua  grounds   will   not  be   permitted. 

e — Anyone  judged  guilty  of  careless  driving  shall  be  prohibited 
from  driving  on  Chautauqua  grounds. 

f — Bicycles  are  not  to  be  ridden  on  public  walks  or  the  board 
walk.  Bicycle  riders  are  urged  to  exercise  caution  in  riding  their 
bicycles. 

g — Boats:  The  docks  at  Chautauqua  are  privately  owned  and 
anyone  expecting  guests  by  boat  should  make  advance  arrangements 
for  docking. 

3.  COTTAGE  RENTALS:  Owners  wishing  to  lease  their  cottages  must 
notify  the  Chautauqua  manager  and  submit  complete  information  about 
prospective  renters  to  the  board  through  the  manager.  The  board  re- 
serves the  right  to  withhold  approval  applications  and,  if  the  cottage  is 
rented,  collects  a  ten -percent  fee  from  the  cottage  owner. 

4.  BUILDING:  No  building  or  additions  shall  be  erected,  nor  repair 
work  started  except  with  consent  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  under  a 
permit  signed  by  the  Secretary.  No  building  or  additions  shall  be  done 
from  June  15th  to  September  10th. 

5.  COTTAGES:  The  Grounds  Committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  ex- 
amine or  inspect  any  cottage  or  place  on  the  Grounds  as  to  fire  hazards, 
water,  light,  and  sanitary  conditions  at  any  or  all  times. 
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6.  ANIMALS':  No  animals  or  fowls  shall  be  permitted  to  run  at  large. 
Dogs  or  cats  shall  not  be  allowed  on  the  streets  or  public  grounds  of  this 
Association  unless  leashed. 

7.  OPEN  FIRES:  Burning  of  trash  or  other  open  fires  are  not  per- 
mitted on  the  grounds  at  any  time  except  by  paid  employees  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

8.  NOISES: Your  cooperation  and  consideration  of  your  neighbor  is 
asked  in  loud  playing  of  musical  instruments,  radios  and  televisions  at  all 
times.  Quiet  hour  shall  be  observed  at  11  p.m.  on  week  nights  and  12:30 
a.m.  on  Saturday  nights. 

9.  GAMElS:  Use  of  courts  or  playing  of  all  out-of-doors  games  is 
prohibited  from  11  p.m.  on  Saturday  to  12  o'clock  noon  Sunday.  All  out- 
door games  are  restricted  daily  between  the  hours  from  11  p.m.  and  8  a.m. 

10.  INTOXICATING  LIQUORS:  The  consuming  of  beer  or  intoxi- 
cating liquors  shall  not  be  permitted  at  any  time  on  public  grounds  of 
Chautauqua. 

11.  POSTERS:  No  posters,  hand  bills,  signs,  or  pictures  shall  be  dis- 
played on  any  part  of  the  grounds  other  than  on  the  Bulletin  Board, 
and  then  only  by  permission  of  the  Management.  Approved  Chautauqua 
organizations  may  obtain  permission  to  advertise  special  events  by  re- 
ferring request  to  office  manager  at  the  Administration  Building. 

12.  GARBAGE  AND  TRASH:  Garbage  and  trash  shall  be  placed  in 
covered  containers.  It  will  be  collected  at  regular  intervals  during  the 
season. 

a — Soda   bottles   must   be   returned   to   the   dispensing  machine 
from  which  they  were  taken. 

b — Papers  and   trash   should  be   deposited   in   containers  which 
are  provided  for  this  purpose  around  the  grounds. 

13.  GUNS  AND  FIREARMS: 

a — All  of  the  Chautauqua  grounds  is  registered  as  a  Game 
Refuge.  It  is,  therefore,  against  the  law  as  well  as  our  rules  to  hunt 
or  discharge  fire  arms  at  any  time  and  at  any  place  on  Chautauqua 
property.  This  also  applies  to  air  guns  or  air  rifles. 

b — The  discharge  of  fire  works,  fire  crackers  or  bombs  of  any 
type  is  not  permitted  at  Chautauqua  at  any  time. 

The  Management  reserves  the  right  to  expel  from  the  Grounds,  or  to  re- 
fuse admission  to  anyone  not  conforming  to  these  rules  and  regulations. 
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The  Chautauqua  Grounds  are  owned  and  operated  by  the 
New  Piasa  Chautau«qua  Association  and  every  person  enter- 
ing or  remaining  on  the  grounds  must  have  an  Admission 
Ticket  purchased  from  the  Association.  The  Association  re- 
serves the  right  at  all  times  to  revoke  the  privileges  granted 
to  ticket  holders  and  to  limit  the  sale  of  tickets.

If  you  expect  guests,  notify  the  Gatekeeper  in  adyance  and  make 
arrangement  for  admission  charges  either  by  paying  for  guests'  admis- 
sion or  authorizing  the  Gatekeeper  to  collect  admission  charges  from 
your  guests.
